Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  19  62, 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  population  again  rose  and  the 
mid  1962  figure  stands  at  5,660  as  against  5,650  for  mid  1961. 

The  figures  for  the  number  of  births  during  the  year  is  95  that 
is  44  males  and  51  females.  This  represents  an  increase  of  45  on  the 
previous  year's  figures  when  51  births  (28  males  and  23  females)  were 
registered.  The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  77  (49  males, 
28  females)  and  this  figure  shows  an  increase  of  (4)  on  that  for  the  previous 
year.  One  baby  under  4 weeks  of  age  died  and  2 still  births  occurred. 

Deaths  from  cancer  of  all  sites  numbered  19  and  deaths  from  cancer 
of  the  lung  and  bronchus  was  classed  as  being  responsible  for  6 deaths,  an 
increase  of  5 on  the  previous  year's  figures. 

The  total  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year 
was  11,  of  which  10  were  notifications  of  cases  of  measles,  and  one  case 
of  pneumonia. 

The  Government  has  accepted  the  facts  set  out  in  the  report  of  the 
Royal  College  of  Physicians  that  smoking  especially  cigarette  smoking  is 
the  cause  of  most  lung  cancers.  The  County  Council  Associations  Gazette 
in  September  1962,  talking  on  smoking  and  health,  stated  "there  is  good 
news  for  those  who  feared  that  after  the  first  flurry  of  excitement  the 
report  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  might  be  left  by  the  Government 
as  a smouldering  fag-ehd  in  the  ash  tray  of  good  intentions.  " This  good 
news  may  be  true  but  in  fact  the  impact  of  the  College  of  Physician’s  report 
seems  to  have  passed,  and  the  ante-smoking  propaganda  of  Health 
Departments  and  the  Government  makes  little  headway  against  highly  professional 
and  widespread  advertising  of  the  Tobacco  Companies  in  newspapers , Cinemas  and 
on  Television.  This  year  there  were  six  deaths  from  Bronchial  Carcinoma, 
and  that  is  a large  number  for  such  a small  district. 

The  Derbyshire  County  Council  in  response  to  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  2/ 62,  after  consultation  with  the  District  Councils  has  introduced 
ics  ten  year  plan  for  the  development  of  Local  Authority  Health  and  Welfare 
Services.  This  is  to  link  up  and  compliment  the  Governments  ten  year 
Hospital  plans.  A large  capital  expenditure  programme  is  planned  with  the 
chief  emphasis  on  the  Mental  Health  Services.  The  plan  also  provides  for  a 
general  expansion  of  care  in  the  community,  including  increases  in  the 
establishment  for  Medical,  Nursing  and  Chiropody  staffs  as  well  as  the 
Home  Help  Service. 
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Mr.  S.  Bentham,  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  took  up  an  appointment 
in  the  South  during  August  and  I would  like  to  take  this  oppurtunity  of 
thanking  him  for  his  co-operation  and  good  work  during  the  years  he  has  worked 
in  Ashbourne  and  I wish  him  every  success  in  his  new  appointment. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  take  this  oppurtunity  of  thanking  the  Chairman 
and  members  of  the  Council,  the  Cleric,  the  Surveyor  and  particularly,  of 
course,  the  Public  health  Inspector  and  his  staff.

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TUBERCULOSIS 


During  1962  no  cases  of  Tuberculosis  was  notified  and  there  were 
no  deaths  from  the  disease  during  the  year, 

I give  below  an  extract  of  the  report  received  from  the  Medical 
Director,  Mass  Radiography  Unit,  who  carried  out  a survey  at  Ashbourne  during 
the  period  16th  to  the  30th  April,  1962. 

"On  this  occassion  no  school  children  were  x-rayed  on  account  of  the 
Report  of  the  Adrian  Committee  which  advised  against  x-raying  school  children 
on  Mass  Radiography  Units  at  the  present  time,  1494  of  the  general  publio 
were  x-rayed,  which  is  less  than  in  1959,  when  the  number  was  1886.  Just 
over  ~JOfo  of  those  x-rayed  had  been  x-rayed  previously. 

No  case  of  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  discovered  and  no 
significant  non-tuberculosis  conditions.  One  examinee  only  was  recalled  for 
clinical  examination,  who  turned  out  to  be  a case  of  pulmonary  fibrosis  and 
no  further  action  was  considered  necessary  in  his  case. 

One  man  did  not  come  back  for  large  film  as  requested. . His 
miniature  film  suggested  a small  healed  tuberculosis  lesion  and  no  further 
action  was  taken  concerning  him." 

The  response  was  not  as  good  as  was  expected  in  spite  of  satisfactory 

publicity. 

B.C.G-.  VACCINATION 

The  two  schemes  in  operation,  that  is  the  scheme  administered  by  the 
Chest  Physician  on  the  one  hand  and  the  County  Council  Scheme  on  the  other, 
continued  to  operate  throughout  the  year.  The  Scheno  administered  by  the 
Chest  Physicians  is  limited  to  children  who  have  been  in  contact  with  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  the  County  Council  Scheme  is  for  School  children  of 
the  age  of  13  years  and  upwards. 

DIPTHERIA  AND  DIPTHERIA  IMMUICESATION 

No  case  of  Diptheria  has  been  notified  in  the  district  during  the 
year  under  review, 

I am  indebted  to  Dr.  J.B.S.  Morgan,  the  County  Medical  Officer,  who 
has  kindly  supplied  the  following  details  regarding  Diptheria  Immuni  sat  ions 
oarried  out  during  the  year  in  this  district.

POLIOI IYELITIS  AND  POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINATION 

During  the  year  331  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified  in  England 
and  Wales,  the  slowest  number  for  many  years.  This  is  probably  due  to  a great 
extent  to  the  immunisation  campaign  which  occurred  in  1956.  This  year  the 
oral  Salin  Vaccine  supplemented  the  Salic  vaccine  and  there  is  no  doubt  that 
the  absence  of  injections  and  nec^dles  make  vaccination  much  more  readily 
acceptable.  Again  there  were  no  cases  in  the  urban  district,  but  freedom 
from  infection  can  only  be  maintained  if  parents  continue  to  bring  their 
children  for  immunisation. 
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IMI'IUIJISATION  AGAINST  TOPPING  COUGH  AM)  TETANUS 

Arrangements  for  immunisation  against  these  two  complaints  is 
available  through  the  Derbyshire  County  Council  and  the  same  arrangements 
remained  in  force  throughout  the  year.  Injections  are  given  at  the  County 
Council  Clinic  or  by  the  General  Practitioners  and  ‘booster1  doses  are  given 
after  the  recommended  interval  has  elapsed.

Cases  of  infectious  disease  occurring  in  the  district  may  be  removed 
to  the  Derwent  Hospital,  Derby. 

Cases  of  Tuberculosis  requiring  admission  to  hospital  are  referred 
to  the  Chest  Physician,  Chest  Centre,  G-reen  Lane,  Derby  (Telephone  Derby  47366), 
and  may  be  admitted  to  the  Derwent  Hospital,  Draycott  Hospital  or  to  Walton 
Sanatorium,  Chesterfield. 

All  admission  and  discharges  of  cases  of  infectious  disease,  including 
Tuberculosis,  are  notified  to  the  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

BACPPIOLOGICAL  EXA IINATI0NS 

All  Bacteriological  Examinations  in  connection  with  milk  water,  food 
supplies  and  infectious  disease  are  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
(Medical  Research  Council)  121a  Osmaston  Road,  Derby,  (Telephone  Derby  45597). 

Speciemens  taken  by  Medical  Practitioners  are  forwarded  direct  to 
the  Laboratory, j and  the  results  are  not  communicated  to  this  department 
accept  when  a.  positive  result  leads  to  notification  under  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Regulations.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  latter  part  of  the  year  from  the  Slum  Clearance  point  of  view 
shaved  an  mterestin  change  on  the  Council's  first  post-war  Clearance  Area 
site,  when  building  works  commenced  on  the  erection  of  two  blocks  of  flats. 

Two  houses  were  demolished  and  two  houses  were  closed.  Unfortunately 
due  to  the  ancient  overlapping  construction  of  adjoining  properties  it  is 
impossible  to  secure  demolition  of  certain  closed  properties  until  complete 
terraces  have  been  dealt  with.  The  majority  of  these  types  of  dwellings  are 
situated  in  the  Town  Centre  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  cleared  siues  will  then 
be  utilized  for  better  access  facilities  to  adjoining  business  premises.  The 
congested  sites  and  non-existence  of  vehicular  access  preclude  many  of  these 
Clearance  :sites  from  future  housing  re-development. 

Pour  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  were  approved  by  the  Council 
and  it  is  pleasing  to  see  that  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  are 
now  encouraging  area  Improvement  Grant  Schemes,  The  Council  selected  an  area 
in  the  Town  for  an  Improvement  Grant  Scheme,  but  it  is  too  early  yet  to  judge 
the  response  from  the  owners  of  properties  affected. 

The  meat  inspection  records  show  that  there  was  no  bovine  tuberculosis 
present  in  the  cattle  slaughtered  in  the  town.  This,  of  course,  is  a direct 
reflection  on  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Pood  Tuberculosis 
Eradication  schemes,  and  Local  Authority  meat  inspections. 

There  were  a small  number  of  Avian  type  infections  of  tuberculosis 
in  pigs  and  the  sources  were  checked  by  Veterinary  Inspectors  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  appropriate  action  was  taken. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  refuse  disposal  was  commenced  at  the 
Clifton  Tip,  jointly  with  the  Ashbourne  Rural  District  Council. 

I have  pleasure  in  thanking  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  for  their  support,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  the  Surveyor  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  my 
first  year  in  office.

(b)  Regular  examination  is  made  of  the  raw  water  going  into 
supply.  As  all  water  is  treated,  the  majority  of  samples 
are  taken  after  treatment.  A.  total  of  87  bacteriological,  8 
8 chemical  and  33  pH  samples  were  taken  both  at  the  works  and 
from  various  points  in  Ashbourne  Urban  District.  The  results 
of  a chemical  analysis  are  attached. 

(c)  The  water  supplied  in  this  area  is  not  liable  to  have  plumb o- 
solvent  action. 

(d)  All  water  is  chlorinated  before  being  passed  into  supply.
